The yonng warrior is trained from
hig infancy to regard scalps as the most valua-
ble of eartlily possessions, and the ability to
glay any member of the human family who
does not enjoy the high honor of belonging
to his particnlar tribe, as the greatest of
earthly accomplishments. The Thugs of |
India do not strive more earnestly to slavate |
murder to the dignity of one of the flne arts
than many of the American aborigines. When
they go forth npen the war-path in their un-
ceasing conflicts with each other, a faillurs to |
aocomplish the particular object of their exps.
dition is an amply suflicient reason, in thejr
judgment, for killing any straggling white
man whom they may happen to encounter.
Soalps being the objects aimed at, it mat-
ters comparatively litile, according to
Indian logic, from  whose  heads
these desirable trophies are obtained. Adven-
turous pioneers having often suffered the loss
of friends or companions by Indian barbarity,
become in turn soarcely less scrupulous than
the red men, avd when opportunity offers
they do not hesitate to wreak terrible revenge
upon & hated race; sometimes committing
outrages a3 merciless and unjostifiable as
those which disgrace the sunals of the abori-
gines. These outrages provoke in turn re-
taliation, and there can be, at best, under the
present system, only a series of temporary
truces while Indians, who live near white
gottlements or lines of travel, are numerouns
and vigorous enough to become formidable
enemies. As it iz utterly impossible that
oivilization shall sucenmb to barbarism, the
conflict, which, in some form, is constantly

continued, inevilably results In the rapid
destruotion of the Indisns. They gaina tem-
porary respita, occasionally, by being removed
to a adistant reservation, but as it, in turn, is
speedily approached by the advaucing tide of
elvilization, old difficnities are renewed, and it
besomes more and more apparent that the
Indian must either adopt the habits of the
white race and gain increased power to resist
the blandishments of vide, or speedily becoms
extinct, KEfforts to elevate and enlighten them
bhave not been wanting, nor have they been
entirely fruitless; but one of the greatest ob-
Btacles which sealous missionaries have had to
fpnoounter is their fatal fondness for ardent
gpirits, and their innate proolivity to imitate
the vices of the worst white men with whom
they are brought into contact.

tlor, Boon after graduating, Mr, Buckwalter
entered the office of George W, Blddle, Esq., s
f student at law, al the same 1ime becoming an
attendant upon the courses of law leclures in
the Universily of Pennsylvanis, Qo belng ad-
mitted to the bar, the deceased at once made
bis way Into a good practice, and gave prowmlse
of becoming one of the brightest ornaments of
the profession in this cliy,

Mr, Buckwaller early entered into politioal
Iife, and soon attalned & seoure positlon as g
leader of the Demoocratiec pariy In the Third
Congressional Distriet of this State, In 1564
and agaln In 15806, he recelved the Demooratlo
nomination for Cobpgress, being defeated on
both occasions by Hon, Leouard Myers, At Lthe
last nominating Conventlon of his party, Mr.
Burkwalter did not asplre to a repetition of
these frultless honors, He was an earncst and
falthful servant of the party of his cholce, &
genial and kind-hearted genueman, and a
young man whose fulure was one of great
promise, IHe was unmarried, but the large
cirele of personal friends, as well as those who
knew bim only a8 a man of publie prominence,
will feel his loss with keenness.
